“The 1964 income tax regula­ 
tions will affect the taxable in­ 
come of farmers for 1964". says 
county agent, Kirby Clayton. 
"Farm ers can benefit from the 
1964 changes if they meet cer­ 
tain qualifications." 
The payment rate of taxes 
in 1964 is less than the 
1963 
rate for any given level of in­ 
come. This means that a person 
having the same income in 1964 
as he did in 1963 will pay less 
taxes. When the rate deduction 
is fully effective in 1965 all tax­ 
payers' rate will be down an av­ 
erage 14 per cent. 


Th 
taxpayer has another op­ 
tion this year in declaring de­ 
ductions 
In 1964 
a taxpayer 
may select to <li itemize per­ 
sonal deductions; <2) 
use 
a 
standard deduction of ten per­ 
cent not to exceed $1(XX) or (3i 
us, the minimum standard de­ 
duction. The minimum standard 
deduction is $306 for a single 
tax payer or $400 for a m arri­ 
ed couple filing jointly. An ad­ 
ditional $100 c an be claimed for 
each dependent up to a maxi­ 
mum of $1000. These deductions 
are in addition to th» * regular 
$600 personal exemption 
Most 
ol the benefits from this tax 
i change will go to families with 
incomes

than $5<XJ0 per 
year.
